they usually kept well out in the Lake and were quite as apt to 
fly as to dive, upon the approach of our boat, but the pairs and 
single birds were often observed in shallow water close to the 
shore and not infrequently^rosorted to diving when hard pressed. 
They are much less difficult to shoot than the Pied-billed Grebe, 
but still several that were met with would probably have escaped 
had we tried to kill them. In no instance did I see one of them 
take to the grass or to the lily pads as the Pied-billed is so 
fond of doing. On the contrary when discovered, as they often 
wore ; close in shore among aquatic vegitation, they invariably 
sought to get out into deep water as quickly and directly as pos¬ 
sible. Like most of the Grebes they are graceful birds on the 
water and quick as a flash in getting underdeleaving the surface

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Captures Peculiar Bird. 

Fred A. Wendall of Livermore 
Falls, who owns one of the finest 
collections of mounted birds in the 
state, has a fine specimens of the 
Brunnich Murre picked up recently 
near Moose Hill by George Pettin- 
gill’s young son. The bird was in 
an exhausted condition and as thin 
as a rail when the boy found him 
in the snow, and the lad, desirous of j 
keeping him for a pet, offered him 
all kinds of food, but he refused to 
eat and soon died. The Brunnich 
Murre belongs to the waders, or wa¬ 
ter birds family, and according to 
Robert Ridgeway is of the genus TJria. 
Such specimens inhabit the Arctic 
ocean and coasts of the North Atlan¬ 
tic and go south’ in winter to New 
: Jersey. They breed from the Gulf 
I of St. Lawrence northward. Mr. Wen¬ 
dell is of the opinion that this bird 
(which has never been seen in this 
section before) must have strayed 
from the flock when his mates mi¬ 
grated south, and, becoming exhaust¬ 
ed through starvation, fell down and 
was thus easily captured.

ment he let it go. Each time he would recover it by plunging 
his head and neck under water. At length he missed his aim 
and the fish doubtless sank beyond his reach for he rose on 
wing at once to the height of ten or twelve feet, closed his 
wings and plunged down head first going quite out of sight 

excepting the tip of his tail but he came up without his fish. 

He took his disappointment very coolly and floated on the 
waves for several minutes plunging his head under them and 
scattering the water over his‘.back at the same time thrashing 
the surface with his wings. He was so tame that one of my men 
rowed past him within ten yards last evening and I sailed my

The 
Gull would make straight for one of these spots flying swift¬ 
ly a yard or two above the surface and plumping down heavily 
and, as it seemed to us, most clumsily into the middle of the 
school causing the fish to jump into the air by dozens all a- 
round him but never succeeding in catching any of them al¬ 
though he tried again and again. He would sometimes thrust 
his head and neck under water but never his body. I cannot 
understand how any bird could expect to catch fish in this m 
manner. A man might as well attempt'/ apparently, by jumping 
into the water and thrusting down his head.

1890. Early this morning Jim discovered a flock of Ducks in 

Oct.24. the Lake near Black Island. They kept well out in deep water 
and we supposed them to be Scoters but they proved to be 
Sheldrake. At one time they worked in close to shore and I 
landed on the back side of the point and came very near get¬ 
ting a shot at them but they soon swam out into the Lake a- 
gain although there was a heavy sea running, and began diving 
in deep water 400 to 500 yds. from land. At times all would 
be under water at once but usually several remained on watch 
while the others were below. There were 21 birds in the flock 
and all appeared to be females or young males. They frequent¬ 
ly "bunched" but usually swam in several small clusters with 
single birds scattered between. They kept diving in nearly 
one place for over an hour but finally came in to some rocks 
where they clambered out and preened their feathers some of 
them standing erect, others with the body nearly horizontal. 
One clambered to the to;a of a rock 4 or 5 ft. above the water 
where it kept a keen lookout. I do not remember ever seeing 
Sheldrake fish in deep, open water before.

1898. As we were sitting on the rocks at the end of Osgood's

Aug.28, Point we saw a number of Sheldrake round the S.W. extremity 
of Pine Point about hal~f-a-mile away. As they were heading

towards us we decided to sit still and see if they would not 
come past us, watching them the while through our glasses. 

We might have concealed ourselves easily enough but I wanted 
to test the truth of a statement that Mr.Sherman had made to 
the effect that Sheldrake will not notice a man in the most 
exposed situation provided he remains motionless. These birds 
came on rapidly following every indentation of the rocky 
shore, now strung out in single file, next scattered about or 
huddled closely together, occasionally thrashing the water 
with their wings and frequently diving. 

I had several opportunities for watching the thrashing 
performance closely and I am satisfied that on this occasion 
at least, it was not performed, as has been suggested, for 
the purpose of driving fish in shore. The birds did not first 
arrange themselves in a semicircle as had been described (in 
Forest and Stream) nor did they move towards the shore while 
beating their wings. On the contrary they simply kept on 

their way (once in single file), first beating their wings

(No.2). When diving for fish these Sheldrake often sprang for¬ 


ward quite out water and arching their backs cleft the sur¬ 
face so deftly as to leave scarce a ripple. Their dives were 
usually short and invariably made in the general direction in 
which the flock were was moving. That is to say they never 


turned back but occasionally a bird would come up a little 
way out from shore when it would at once paddle hurriedly in 
to join its comrades. 

At length the flock reached us and rounded the point within

After passing the point these Sheldrake entered our Duck 
Cove and encircled it finally passing out around the next point 
beyond. During the whole time that we watched them they must 
have covered nearly a mile of shore line. I do not doubt that 
they often traverse a dozen miles or more in a day keeping all 
the while within a few yards (oftener within three or four 
feet) of the water's edge. 

When I first looked out from the tent at about half-past 
five the Lake was densely shrouded in fog. As I stood listen¬ 
ing to the cry of a Loon some waves rolling out from the shore 
attracted my attention to a file of Sheldrakes that were pass¬ 
ing within twenty yards of me close in under the rocks. I 
counted six of them. A few moments later I saw them crossing 
the mouth of the boat cove, cleaving deep furrows in the 
glossy surface. I could trace each furrow to its apex after 
the grayish colored bird that was making it had become com¬ 


pletely merged in the gray fog.

Swiftly, The combined movements of such a group were often too sudden 
and bewildering to be easily followed or interpreted, ^«rfc the general 
plan of action seemed to consist of a sort of dress parade so ordered 
as to give the rival drakes an opportunity to display their respective 
claims of plumage and deportment to the best advantage and in direct 
yet not unfriendly competition with one another. Their evolutions were 
for the most part ga gmiagly regulated by established system or custom 
and some of them were strikingly beautiful. Thus eight or nine drakes , 
strung out in single file but so close together that the bill of every 
one was almost at the tail of the next would swim past a female at top

/fdp- engaged in fishing. I watched some of them dive dozens of times and 
in nearly every instance saw beyond the possibility of mistake (I was 
using my glasses and the distance did not exceed two hundred yards) 
that they half opened their wings just before taking the downward 
plunge. That this was the rule and not the exception on this occasion 
I can most positively assert. Indeed the wings were invariably separ¬ 
ated from the sides and sometimes rather widely so whenever I saw 
them plainly just as the birds disappeared. 

One pair of Gooseanders nearer us them were any of the 
others and at a distance of perhaps one hundred ahd fifty yards acted 


for a time in a singular manner. At first I noticed only the drake ? a 
fine big fellow with snowy white sides and bottle-green head.

Lake Umbagog Maine October 27 t IS&3* Paddled a bushed boat within 
easy range of a flock of a dozen of these "Sheldrake” and shot two. 

Had a good chance to watch them and as we followed for nearly half a 
mile trying to get a number together all the while within thirty yards 
of them. They would dive one after another in quick succession and 
come up in the same manner. Occasionally one would appear with a fish 
in his bill when all the others would make for him lashing the water 
with their wings. At other times they would chase one another in 
sport and sometimes would lash the water with their wings raising the 
oody erect the while. As it was perfectly still they made a tremendoug 
noise. They croaked incessantly. They seem among the noisiest and 
merriest of Ducks. When fishing to—day they swam close in shore and 
kept straight on advancing rapidly not diving in one place like other 
Ducks. They ran on the water several rods when they rose. When swim¬ 
ming their necks were held straight and looking frery long. They are 
stately water fowl. They rarely associate with other Ducks but there 
was a Whistler among the flock just referred to.

Had a fine chance to stalk them by crossing a narrow neck of land, 
but just as I felt sure of them I heard one give a warning kok 
followed by a rolling k -r.-£-r_-r.•' I could see a superb old drake 
swimming within easy range, but the bushes in the way were so 
dense that I dared not risk a shot. A moment later I saw the flock 
out in the middle of the river with necks stretched up and soon 
after they flew and went out over the lake. Their powers of 
sight and hearing must be extraordinary. The drake I saw near me 

had his crest fully expanded.
